HE holy King and Prophet,

— flection on the ineffable Diffe- 
rence between God and his poor Creature 
Man; which Contemplation lays before him 
the wonderful Mercy of the Almighty, who 
vouchſafes to think of, and viſit him either 
with his Bleſſings, to reward his Obedience; 
or with Inflictions, when deviated from the 
Paths of Righteouſneſs, to bring him back 
into the right Way and prevent his periſhing. 
Theſe Meditations make him break out into 
Admiration, What is Man, &c? And indeed, 
if we conſider ourſelves in a true Light, what 
are we but a Shadow ? meer Vanity, as the 
ſame Prophet obſerves in another Place, Man 
is like to Vanity: his Days are as a Shadow 
that paſſeth away. Pal. cxliv. ver. 4. Again, 
We bring our Years to an End, as it were à 
Tale that is told, The Days of our Age are 
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Three-fcore Years and ten, and though Men 
be ſo ſtrong, that they come to Four-ſcore Years, 
yet is their ftrength then but Labour and Sor- 
row ; ſo ſoon paſſeth it away, and we are 
gone. Pl. xc. ver. q, 10. , 
Thomas a Kempis, an excellent Divine, re- 
flecting on the Miſeries attendant on human 
Life, fays, very juſtly, the Days of this Life 


are ſhort and evil, full of Sorrow and Anguiſh, 


wherein Man is defiled with many Sins, en- 
cumber'd with many Paſſions, diſquieted with 
many Cares, diſtracted with many Curioſities, ' 
entangled with many Vanities, encompaſſed 
about with many Errors, worn with many 


' Labours, vexed with many Temptations, weak- 


ened with Pleaſures, and tormented with 


Want. 


The Ancients compared Man to Graſs and 
the Flower of the Field, to a Bubble, a Puff 


of Wind, to Froth and to Chaff, Ar Sg 


wack Aloe x, dv Ts dygn, Rope lAve i 
pee h dm. — And can we fay, when we 


reflect upon Eternity, that we are not as Graſs 


dor a Flower, which ſprings up and no ſoon- 


er comes to Perfection, but is cut down or 
withers; as a Bubble of Water, which ſcarce 
appears but it breaks and vaniſhes; as a Puff 


of Wind, which is heard, paſſes and is forgot; 
as Froth, which falls almoſt as ſoon as raiſed; 


as Chaff which is carried away with the 
Wind, and is never more ſeen, or thought 
worth enquiring after. 


What 
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What is all the Pomp and Grandeur of this 
World, Conqueſts and ' Renown ? a ſhort 
Dream. What is Power? Weakneſs. What 
our Knowledge ? Ignorance. What our Rich- 
es? Poverty. When we look to the eternal 
Cauſe of Cauſes, how contemptible muſt 
every thing we glory in appear! how deſpi- 
cable muſt we eſteem ourſelves! Did Man- 
kind give into mature Reflection on what they 
are, how periſhable ; how ſoon forgot, it 
would put an End to their Ambition, and 
humble their Pride. How many have there 
been, who anxious to perpetuate their Names, 
have made their Lives miſerable, yet are now 
entirely ſwallowed up in Oblivion? And thoſe 
whoſe Names have ſurvived many Ages, ſince 
their Departure hence, what Recompence is 
it for the Dangers they ran; the Care they 
were tormented with? Are they ſenſible that 
their Actions are mentioned with Honour to 
their Memory? No, the Grave ſeparates us 
from the World, with which we have no 
longer Commerce : We are there ignorant of 
what paſſes among Men. But, ſuppoſe the 
contrary ; the Soul, if happy, is above the 
Applauſe of momentary Mortals : if miſera- 
ble, tis too much engroſſed by Torments, to 
be anxious for, or, even, think of ſurviving 
Fame. | 
The Words of my Text naturally furniſh 
the four following Heads for Reflection.

Firſt, 
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Firſt, Whence we are ? 
Secondly, Whither we go ? 


Thirdly, What we are? 
Fourthly, What we ſhall be? 


Firſt, Whence we are ? Man originally is 
from the Duſt. And the Lord God formed 
Man of the Duſt of the Ground. Gen. ch. ii. 
ver. 7. And as every thing is reducible to its 
firſt rinciple, according to the Philoſophers, 
ſo Man muſt again return to his, as God paſ- 
fed Sentence upon him. In the Sweat of thy 
Face ſhalt thou eat Bread, till thou return 
unto the Ground; for out of it waſi thou 
_ taken : for Duſt thou art, and unto Duſt ſhalt 
thou return, Gen. iii. ver. 19. Job alſo tells us 
in the 24th chap. ver. 15. Man ſhall turn 
again unto Duſt ; having an Eye to the Curſe 


of God upon our Progenitor Adam. Thus 


much as to whence we are originally. Deriva- 
tively we are from Sinners. Behold, ſays holy 
David, TI was Shapen in Iniquity, and in Sin 
did my Mother concei e me. Pl. li. ver. 5. We 

| exiſt by the abſolute Will and inceſſant Pro- 
tection of the Almighty, who formed us and 
breathing into the lifeleſs Duſt it became a 
living Soul. Gen. ii. ver. 7. When we conſider 
the Meanneſs of our Original, and the Sin in 
which we were born, which ſubjects us to be 
the Companions of accurſed Spirits, and to be 
coomed to eternal Darkneſs and a living Death, 


if 
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if we are not regenerated, we ſhall become 
more humble; the high conceit of ourſelves 
and the Contempt of others will be entirely 
extinguiſhed, and we ſhall learn Reſignation 
to God ; Patience, Forbearance, Long-Suffer- 
ing, and brotherly Love, with regard to Men. 

When we are moved with Paſſion, when 
eur Hearts are ſwoln with Pride, when our 
Minds are puffed up with a high Conceit of 
our own Perfections, when we glory in our 
Knowledge, when we are vain of our Beauty, 
when we deſpiſe others for their Ignorance 
or Deformity, when we harbour Revenge in 
our Breaſts againſt our Neighbour, or dare, 
for any Loſſes, Diſappointments, or even the 
ſevereſt Inflictions, murmur againſt and accuſe 
Heaven of Severity: Let us look back to our 
Original; call to mind whence we ſprang, 
and reflect that we ſhall very ſoon become a 
putrid and loathſom Corps, intolerable to 
thoſe who ſhall ſurvive us: And for that Reaſon 
be covered with Earth and return to our primi- 
tive Duſt; and this Retroſpection from whence - 
we are, on the one Hand, and the Reflection on 
what we ſoon ſhall be on the other, will 
prove a Remedy for our Pride, Paſſions and 
Impatience. Let us, with ob, conſider this ſeri- 
ouſly, and each Individual will ſay with him, My 
Fleſh is clothed with Worms and Clods of Duſt. 
Job vii. ver, 5. Al! Fleſh ſhall periſh toge- 
ther, and Man ſhall turn again unto Duſt. 
Job xxxiv. ver. 15. I have ſaid to Corrup- 
tion, 
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my Mother and my S:fter. 
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tion, T hou art my Father ; to the Norm, Thou art 
Job xvii. ver. 14. 
Such is the haughty Man, who proud of his 
Birth and elated with Titles, deſpiſes thoſe who 
cannot reckon a Number of Anceſtors, diſtin- 


guiſhed by 


der Wants, or are not equally wealthy. Let ſuch 
an one look upon himſelf with an impartial Eye, 
and view his noble Extraction from the Duſt of 


the Earth; and then ſay in what he has Cauſe to 


glory! We are all; Rich and Poor, King and 


Beggar, of one and the fame Compoſition. We 


are all ſhapen in Sin, conceived in Iniquity, and 


are all condemned by the ſame Sentence, Virtue 
alone, a good Life, and the conqueſt over our- 
ſelves, in ſubduing our irregular Paſſions, do 
or ought to make the only Diſtinction between 
Man and Man : Not that I impeach the Re- 
wards of diſtinguiſhed Virtue in Titles and 
Poſts of Honour ; but as theſe are inherited, 
fo ought they who derive them from their 
Anceſtors, alſo to inherit the Virtues by which 
they were obtained: or theſe temporary Ad- 
vantages only by ſetting ſuch Men higher, ex- 
poſe their Vices more to View. Let me there- 


fore adviſe the Great to ſhew they are not de- 


generated by Affability and Humanity; the 


Rich, that they deſerve the Wealth they poſ- 
ſeſs by Liberality and Charity; and let thoſe 
Who are in the higheſt Poſts convince the

high Poſts and Dignities, or becauſe 
fuch Objects of his CO are labouring un- 
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a Word, let us all bear in Mind to what End 
we have the Loan of Life ; namely, that we 


may ſecure a bleſſed Eternity, afid that we 


may act like rational Creatures, in ſecuring 
this ineſtimable Good, let us often put this 
Queſtion to ourſelves, which is my 


Second Head, Whither do we go! 


The very Minute we came into the World 


we began our Journey to the Grave; ve ſat 
out for the Goal of Death, to which we gra- 
dually draw near. Moments riſe to Mi- 
nutes; Minutes to Hours; Hours to Days; 
Days to Weeks; Weeks to Months; Months 


to Years : and every, the minuteſt, Particle 


of Time puſhes us on, and adyances us in our 
Journey. Every ſetting Sun reminds us we 
have a Day leſs to live, and that we alſo muſt 
decline and vaniſh from the Eyes of the World, 


never again to appear, never more to be 


reckoned in the Number of the Living : 
wherefore we ought to prepare; wiſely, for 4 
future State ; nay, even, he that doubts future 


Retributions, if he is endowed with Prudence, 
ought to live as if he had no Doubt, that he 


may not ſuffer by the Certainty: If there is 


no Hereafter, no future Reckoning, he can 
| loſe nothing by having lived rationally ; by 


which I mean, virtuouſly : But on the con- 


trary, if there is, as all wiſe Men have acknow- 
ledged, even among the Heathens, a vitious

by Juſtice, and a diſintereſted publick Spirit. In 
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neither fears nor feels Death; which alone,

Courſe of Life makes his Death terrible, and 
his future Situation miſerable. Whereas, he 
whoſe Hopes are fixed on a bleſſed Eternity, 


in this World, is certain: Such a Man will 
make the Thoughts of his Diſſolution eaſy to 
him, by looking beyond it on the Glory to 


Death, ſo Death makes way for Life: II 
Death takes from us a momentary precarious 
Life, it amply rewards us by giving a Life 


immortal. 1 957 . 

As we are borne away with the Tide of 
Time to the Valley of Death, where there is ; 
no repenting of Crimes or Follies paſt, which 
we can only do in.our Paſſage through this

it behoves us ſeriouſly and inceſſantly to think 
on Whither we go, and to live ſo circumſpect- 
ly as neither to be ſurpriſed at, or afraid of 
the great Change, when we ſhall put off Mor- 


tality and be cloathed with Immortality : at 


which Time, what will avail us all our paſt 


- Pleaſures, all worldly, Pomp and Grandeur : 


Our Wealth and Power ? Nothing : On the 


contrary, they will make our parting with 


them grievous, if our Hearts have been too 
much ſet upon them, they will be as ſo many 


Chains that bind our Affections to this World, 
which however the Power of Death will break 


in ſunder. We ſhall be unwilling to be ſe- 
qu AN from them, and the irreverſable De- 


Cree

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cree will fill us with inconceivable Anguiſh 
and Bitterneſs of Soul. We ſhall think on the 
Uſe * made of them with panick 
Fears, and apprehend the Account we are 


ſummoned to give at the Tribunal of a juſt 


and tremendous God: Whereas, he who daily 
thinks on whither he is going, whither he 
muſt inevitably go, will, in ſuch a Manner, 
comport himſelf, as to look upon Death rather 
2 friendly Deliverer than the King of Terrors, 
which, indeed, he is to the Wicked only : 


This prudent, whom I term the good Man, 


at his laſt Hour, may exclaim, O Death, where 
is thy Sting? O Grave, where is thy Victory? 
1 Cor, ch. xv. ver!.55. Far from being ter- 
rified he will rejoice at it's Approach: His own 
Conſcience will difarm this Leveller of all 
Mankind, take from him his Sting, and mae 
this Servant of the Living God, triumph over 
the Grave. 2 

We ought not to bewail our being mortal, 
but Sin which made us ſo. Man was at firſt 


created to be conditionally immortal: but Sin 


made him miſerable: It was, therefore, Mer- 
cy made us mortal, ne æternum efſemus miſeri; 
that we might not be for ever miſerable, as we 
muſt have been without Death. 

Io die is to be no more unhappy, if we 
have made a good Uſe of Life: it is but 
Breath departed from dead Earth, at firſt, en- 
livened by Breath breathed into it. The 
Philoſophers among the Heathens ever e- 
«th B 2 ſteemed 
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ſteemed Death a deſirable Good, as it was a 
Paſſage to a better Place. Cato the Senator 
ſaid, Sz Deus mibi largiatur ut repueraſcam 
valde recuſem, nec tum me vixiſſe pænitet, 
quia bene vixi; nec timeo mori quia ex hoſpi- 
tio, non domo, diſcedam. That if God would | 
give him Power to renew his Vouth, he 
ſhould be very far from employing it, though 
neither ſhould he be ſorry that he had exiſted, 
becauſe he was conſcious he had lived well; 
neither was he afraid to die, as by Death he 
did not leave his Houſe, but an Inn only. 
By which it is plain, this virtuous Heathen 
looked upon this Life no other than a Paſſage 
to a better, to which Death would give him 
Admittance. Seneca being asked quid eſt mors ? 
What is Death? anſwered, aut finis aut tran- 
 Fitus. Tis either a final End, or a Paſſage. 
But it is a Decree irrevocable, that all Fleſh 
{hall die : Wherefore let us conſtantly bear in 
Mind, that every Moment brings us nearer to 
the Execution of that Sentence ; and that we 
{hall all, ſooner or later, take up our Reſts in 
the Grave, whither we are journeying in Com- 
pany ; and let the Reflection of Whither we 
go make us prepare for it, in ſuch a Man- 
ner, that we may eſteem the Moment which 
ſeparates us from this World, the time of 
greateſt Comfort, as it puts an End to the 
Miſeries inſeparable from this Vale of Tears ; 
opens to us the Gates of immortal Life, and 
crowns us with endleſs Glory. It will greatly

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contribute to our leading Lives which will 
aſſure to us this bleſſed Futurity, if we inceſ- 
ſantly and ſeriouſly conſider my = 

: Third Head, What we are pdf TEL, 
This Conſideration will ſo manifeſtly ſet 
before us our own Nothingneſs, that we ſhall 
join the Holy Prophet in his Exclamation, 
What is Man, that thou art mindful of him? 
and the Son of Man that thou vifiteſt him? 
That we are endowed with a rational Soul, 
and capable of Immortality, is the only one 


Point in which we excel the brute Creation; 


for as to the Body, many of them have the 
Advantage over us, we are weak crazy Be- 
ings; a Compoſition of Breath and Duſt; ſub- 
ject to numberleſs Diſtempers; impure in the 
very Womb, condemned to Death before we 
were born ; naturally unclean in our Bodies ; 
vile in our Quality ; our Weight lighter than 
Vanity, and proud of Imperfection: Our Be- 
ing is indeed no more than a troubleſome 
Dream ; we are born weeping, live encom- 
paſſed with Sorrows, - and die grieving : This 
is a true Eſtimate of human Life. Notwith- 
ſtanding we are endowed with Reaſon, yet 
are we ſo importuned by our Paſſions, that 
we act contrary to it, and may be ſhamed by 
Inſects, which proceed more providently. We 


| know that this World is not our reſting Place, 


that we are here in a State of Probation ; that 
Time loſt is irretrievable ; that we are poſting 
2 5 weak "—_ 
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to the Grave, which will keep us in Cuſtody 
till it delivers us up to Judgment ; that we 
ſhall at the laſt receive a Sentence according to 
the Lives we have led on Earth, and that ſuch 


will be irrevocable; yet do we live, as if ig- i 


fAorant of all theſe infallible Truths; as if we 
imagined ourſclves the Favourites of Heaven, 
and brought into the World only $0 lodulgy

to our ſenſual Appetites: What miſerable 
Wretches are we, who allured by preſent En- 


joyments, can be unmoved with the Terrors 
of a dreadful Eternity, and ſeeing will not 
fee? We are daily admoniſhed by our inward 
Monitor; Conſcience, inceſſantly calls upon, 
and lays before us our Danger; but, we ra- 
ther endeavour to ſilence it's Clamours, than 


profit by it's Remonſtrances, and one would 


Judge that we were in love with Perdition. 
et us, my Beloved, as we are diſtinguiſhed 

by Reaſon, a& for the Time ta come, like 
rational Creatures; conſider the Frailty of 
our Nature ; the many Caſualities to which 
we are ſubje& ; the Certainty of Death; the 


Uncertainty of the time we ſhall die; what 


muſt neceffarily follow on our leaving this 


World; rouze from this Lethargy of Sin and 


Folly, and awake to Prudence. 

Would the haughty Man thus conſider 

what he really is, what a momentary, poor, 

crazy, declining Creature; who depends en- 

tirely on the Mercies of his Creator for his 

longer Exiſtence ; it would allay all preſump- 
| tuous 
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tuous Thoughts, and make him look with 
another Eye on that Part of Mankind, his 
Kindred Duſt, whom he now deſpiſes. What 
(as I have before obſerved) are Power, Riches, 
or Titles, but Accidents, of which we have 
only a permiſſive Fruition? One Man de- 
pends upon another, or upon a Number ; and 
the greateſt Prince, however ſecurely his Do- 
minion ſeems to be eſtabliſhed, however juſt is 
his Title, however mild his Government, is 
liable to become as wretched as the moſt ab- 
ject of his People, by unforeſeen and innu- 
merable Accidents. Of this Truth, we have 
Numbers of Examples in the Hiſtories of all 
Nations. ä 1 

From the greateſt Monarch to the meaneſt 
Peaſant, we are poor, uncertain, tranſitory 
Creatures, every Moment haſtening to our 
firſt Principle, Duſt : We carry about a pe- 
fiſhable Body, which decays even by the 
Means of its Preſervation, and will ſoon crum- 
ble into Atoms, like the Bodies of irrational 
Creatures, *Tis then, that we ſhall reap the 
Benefit of the Diſtinction between them and 
us, if we have made a right Uſe of that diſ- 
tinguiſhing Faculty, Reaſon, given by the 
merciful and All-wiſe Creator, ſo to guide our 
Ways in this Journey of Life, as at the 
End to bring us to a bleſſed Immortality: 
But, if on the contrary, forgetful of what we 
are, we blindly follow the Dictates of our 
Paſſions, and inordinate Defires ; Death will 
T bring 
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bring us to ſuch a Scene of everlaſting Woe, 
that we ſhall envy. the Beaſts which periſh 
with their Bodies, and wiſh we had rather 
been the moſt contemptible Reptile upon 
Earth, than the Victim of our Folly in end- 
leſs Miſery, I now proceed to my 


Fourth and laſt Head, What we ſhall be ? 

As to our Bodies, they will, as I have 
already ſhewn, be immediately turn'd to 
Duſt, the Principle of their Being. Though 
they will, mediately, be glorified ; the Atoms 
of which they are form'd, will be again re- 
united and joined to the Soul, and be conduct- 
cd by Angels to the Eternal Manſions of 
everlaſting Bliſs, if we are entitled to this un- 
ſpeakable Mercy, by having ſquared our Lives 
to the Conditions of the Goſpel-Covenant, on 
which alone the Great God has been pleaſed 


to promiſe it; but though our Bodies ſhall ac- 


company our Souls to Heaven, they will then 


be diveſted of all Paſſions; and notwithſtand- 


ing theſe identical Fleſh, Blood and Bones, 
ſhall be received into the Celeſtial Choirs, as 
Job ſays, And though after my Shin Worms 
deſtroy this Body, yet in my Fleſh ſhall J ſee 


God: whom I ſhall ſee for my ſelf, and mine 


Eyes ſhall behold, and not another; though my 
Reins be conſumed within me, Job xix. ver. 
26, 27. Notwithſtanding, I ſay, this very 
Body, which we now carry about with us, 


ſhall be received into Heaven, yet will it be 
fo 
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ſo purified, ſo changed in the twinkling of 
an Eye, as to be worthy of Admittance in 
thoſe immaculate Realms of refulgent Light, 
endleſs Life, and ineffable Glory. For St. Paul; 
when he ſays in the 1 5th Chapter of his firſt 
Epiſtle to the Corinthians, That Fleſh and 
Blood cannot inherit the Kingdom of Gd; 
explains Himſelf, both in the ſubſequent Ver- 
ſes in this Chapter, and in Philippians Chap- 
ter ill. ver. 20, 21. OO gives us 
to unllerſtand, that by Fleſh and Blood, he 
means ſueh as are our Bodies here on Earth, 
attended and polluted by our earthly Deſites 
and irregular Paſſions. Theſe are his Words, 
Mw this Tjay, Brethren, that Fleſh and 
e Blood cannot inherit the Kingdom of God; 
« neither doth Corruption inherit Incorrup- 
* tion. Behold, I ſhew you a Myſtery ; we 
ce ſhall not all fleep, but we ſhall all be cban- 
« oped, in a Moment, in the twinkling of an 
* Eye, at the laſt Trump, (for the Trumpet 
* ſhall found) and the Dead ſhall be raiſed in- 
* corruptible ; and wwe ſhall be changed. For 
* this corruptible maſt put on Incorruption, and 
this mortal muſt put on Immortality, 1 Cor. 
ce ch. xv. ver. 50, 51, 52, 53. Fr our Corver- 
 & ſation is in Heaven, from whence alſo we 
&« look for the Saviour, the Lord Feſus Chrift : 
« Who ſhall change our vile Body, that it may 
* be faſhioned like unto his glorious Body. Phil- 
* lipians chap. iii. ver. 20, 21.” And we 
learn by St, Matt. ch. xvii. ver. 2. that our

bleſſed Redeemer appeared as bright and glo- 
rious as the Sun, when he was transfigured: 

Our Bodies will therefore become lucid and 
.environ'd with Glory, and tho' it is not here 
manifeſted to us what we ſhall be, yet may 
we be aſſured, we ſhall be like him, for we 
ſhall ſee him as he i is. Our bleſſed Saviour him- 
ſelf ſpeaking of the laſt Judgment, ſays: Wen 
ſhall the Righteous ſhine forth as the Sun , in 
the, Kingdom of their Father. Mat. xiii. ver. 
43. which was alſo propheſied by Daniel, 


And many of them that ſleep in the Duf of the 


Earth ſhall awake, ſome to everlaſting Life, 
and ſome to Shame and everlaſting Contempt: 
And they that be wiſe ſhall ſhine as the Bright- 
neſs. of. the Firmament, and they that turn 
many to Ri ghteouſneſs, as the Stars for ever 


and ever. Dan. xii. ver. 2, 3. 
If any Perſon ſhould idly a sk, how theſe 


1 Atoms diſperſed over the Face of 
the Earth, or this Body poſſibly devoured by 
Beaſts, Birds or Fiſh, ſhould reunite and be 
new formed ? let him only contemplate on 


the Power of that God, * in the Begin- 
ing by his All-creating Word, framed the 


ſtu perdoys F Fabrick of the Univerſe out of 
Nothing; his Aſtoniſhment will then natu- 
rally — 2 and he will ſay with the Apoſtle, 
Why ſhould it be thought a Thing incredible 
with you, that. God bould raiſe the Dead? 
Acts ch. xxyi. ver. 8. It is that God fram 


whom we are taught we ſhall riſe again, and 
that 
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that the Soul ſhall again be united to this iden- 
tical Body, to which he will reſtore the Im- 
mortality it was deprived of by the Tranſ- 
greſſion of our firſt Parents: and as he is the 


God of Truth, Truth it ſelf, his Word can- 


not fail us. This very Body ſhall be ſpiritu- 
alized, and together with the Soul enjoy eter- 
nal and unſpeakable Bliſs, join the Choir 
of Celeſtial Angels, in their & of endleſs 
Praiſe of the glorious and infinitely Benefi- 
cient Creator, and follow the Lamb where- 


ſoever he goeth, which that we may all attain to, 


may God of his infinite Mercy aſſiſt us with 
his Divine Grace, through the Merits of his 
bleſſed Son our Redeemer Jeſus Chriſt, to 
whom with the Father and Holy Ghoſt, be 
given all due- Praiſe, Honour and Power, 
henceforth to all Eterni ity.
